United States Senate 


The Woi Id cites the instance of these 


four great staples meat, oil, hard coal 
aud sugir, as samples of a list which 
might be almost indefinitely extended 
There are trusts or similar monopolies 
in almost every branch of trade and the 
tax which consumers vutually pay to

The Dutj ol Jurors. 


Some sinking Fxpreshions on the Subject 


by fcv. Governor Cornell 


E\ Governor Alon/o B. Cornell, in 


writing to the New York Sun on the 
present juivsvstem, says "The United 
States Constitution provides that 'the 
trial of all crimes, except m cases of im- 
peachment, shall be by jury, and such 
tnals shall oe held in the State where 
the said crimes shall have been commit- 
ted ' These sacred guarantees of our 
highest organic laws against the unjust 
tyranny of selfish and unscrupulous pub- 
lic ofucials over weak and ignorant un- 
foitu nates, who have been apprehended 
and charged with crime or misdemean- 
or should be railhfullv maintained 
The 


guilty should be punished and the inno- 
cent protected, but, above all, the trial 
by jury should be justly and honorably 
conducted, and this ancient right of lib- 
erty and justice ought not to be render- 
ed a byword and reproach—a burlesque, 
even—m the eyes of the people 


"This community is just now shocked 


by the brutal treatment of many men 
called to seive asjurors m acase of pecu- 
liar interest 
Were it only in this case 


that such an exhibition has occurred it 
might perhaps pass without serious com- 
ment, but unfortunately it is only a sam- 
ple of what is of almost weekly recur- 
rence 
The shameful treatment by pub- 


lic officials of those drawn for jury ser- 
vice has become a gross and degraded 
scandal 
No woudei that decent, self- 


respecting men geek every possible ex- 
cuse to avoid jury duty 
Besides the 


loss of time, they are liable to be insult- 
ed and degraded, or at least placed un- 
der suspicion, and their lives and fami- 
lies rendeied both uncomfortable and 
unhappy 


"Every juror takes a solemn oath to 


render a j ust and honest verdict 
Each 


juror has the same right to his own opin- 
ion as eveiy other and all of the rest of 
his colleagues If he cannot, with full 
and cheerful conscience, agree with the 
others, it is his sacred and imperative 
duty to refuse to agree 
No Judge has 


a light to command a minority to agree 
with the majority 
When he does so he 


violates his duty and should be held 
strictly responsible 


"In some of the most enlightened 


European countries jurors are permitted 
to remain out only a limited time, and 
if they fail to agree within the time pre- 
scribed by law they must be discharged. 
Has the day not already come when our 
Legislature should consider some rad- 
cal revision of our greatly abused jury 
system f "

toward the combatants. *fe was of the 
polled Angus breed, and his hornless 
head did not seem quite to meet the case 
of wolves, but he was big and full of 
tight 
He put himself at once in front 


of the cows and charged determinedly 
upon the wolves which fell back a little 
before him but fully aware that he had 
no horns to toss them they gave no 
more ground than they had to and re- 
turned to close m about the group of 
cattle, still trvmg to cut out the heifer, 
which all the time was their real object 
of attack.

That was enough for the 


wolves, who turned and ran as he suc- 
cessfully charged them, aud they were 
surveying the cattle from a long dis- 
tance a»ay as we drove from the scene 
of a fight thit had delayed the United 
States mail three-quarters of an hour —

The Outlook for Shcjp Raising. 


The outlook for the sheep industry 


was never more promising. Somewhat 
to our surprise, we maiJe a good profit 
in feeding this year. On onr lambs the 
profit above the value of the food con- 
sumed was 9S cents per lead. Xo doubi. 
many did even better, for we did not 
sell at the top price by any means. The 
shippers have prospered too as they al- 
w.jys do on a rising market. Very 
much of the fat stock is sold on con- 
tract to be delivered some time ahead. 
Ii.m glad that the shiopers made money, 
for they are most useful. Now, what 
of the future? I am not a prophet, yet 
after much thought and study of the 
situation perhaps my point of view may 
be helpful. 


There has been a tremendous slaughter 


of the foundation flocks. The estimates 
ot the reduction of numbers of the sheep 
in the United States range from two 
and a half 
to seven millions. Per- 


haps a safe mean is four millions. Now, 
wben we reflect that there were none 
too many sheep to supply the mutton 
market at 
booming 
prices 
before 


this reduction began and the "hard 
times" set in, it needs no prophet to 
foresee a scramble for fat sheep next 
season and booming prices unless the 
unforeseen happens. Truly, I look for 
sheep to command the highest prices 
known in recent years before very many 
months. 


Yet we must not forget the qualify- 


ing factors. For one thing there are 
multitudes of mutton rams being used 
in the West on the merino herds. These 
ranches have always been hard competi- 
tors of our eastern tlocks, and now there 
is no disguising the fact that they will 
be much harder to meet. The ranch 
owners have reduced their expenses, 
culled their flocks and settled down 
with a determination to make their busi- 
ness a success, and I have no doubt 
whatever of the outcome. 


The same is true of many sheep farms 


in our own country. Many wool pro- 
ducers who in the past were not really 
much of competitors with mutton pro- 
ducers, liave begun the use of mutton 
rams and the attempt to grow mutton 
instead of wool. It is not probable that 
they will succeed very well right at first. 
They will need to learn to feed better 
than they do now. This does not apply 
to all wool growers of course, yet it is a 
general truth so far as I have observed. 


Another feature is the competition of 


Canada. I do not look for it to be so 
very serious, and I hope the presence in 
our markets ol sheep and Iambs of such 
quality as theirs, will be a stimulus to 
to us to do our best and not continue to 
Mood the market with poorly grown and 
half-fattened stuff. Here in Ohio we are 
more frightened about the Canadian 
hay than about the lambs. I often 
laugh at onr fears, for how Canada can 
ship us her hay and grain and yet in- 
crease her number of iamb- ftd is a puz- 
zle to me. 


There is yet another possibility that 


will prevent abnormally high prices; 
that is the dressed mutton of Argen- 
tina. It will not surprise me to see an 
im.wriation of that before we can get 
our Hocks back up to tlieir normal ntim- 
beis. Should Congress restore the duty 
on wool, that won d uo doubt have an 
important effect in booming prices for 
there would be fewer ewes fattened and 
almost no ewe lambs for a while. 


I confess that I prefer things to re- 


main as they are, so far as legislation is 
concerned. Yet another lactor is the 
partial failure of the larch crop this 
year. If reports are true, there is not 
more than tin or 7-> per cent, of an aver- 
age lamb crop. The drouth of last year 
Ibft the ewes in bad condition and then 
the] bud weather during the lambing 
season made losses unusn.Uly heavy. 
How much toward this result did the 
indifferenceof the shepherds contribute? 
1 do not think that the losses would 
have been half its large had pi ices been 
different. There will be no time for 
years that a liock can be bought so 
cheaply as now, yet here in Ohio, ewes 
that sold for Ji> ij each .ast fall are held 
stiilly at S-j this spring.—C<»»i//</ (A,,- 
tlti.Kli,.

On Raising Calves. 


W. C. Whitehead has the following to 


say in the American Agriculturist: 


"The finest calves are produced by al 


lowing them to get the food from their 
mothers in the natural way, but there 
is little to prove that these calves make 
better cows than thos'e raised on skim- 
milk- and less expensive foods 
If the 


cow is quiet, leave the calf with her for 
two days. If she is excitable and frets 
for her calf when taken away, the soon- 
er they are separated the better for both. 
Put the calf in a warm dry place, where 
it cannot be seen or heard by the mother. 
If it has not suckled give it two pints of 
warm milk from a bottle. In 12 hours 
take a pail of milk, freshly drawn from 
its mother, and teach the calf to drink 
by letting it suck the fingers. As soon 
as it begins to relish the food gradually 
withdraw the fingers from its mouth 
until it drinks, keeping the hand on its 
nose. Then take the hand away and 
the calf quickly learns that its food is 
in the pail and not in the hand. A calf 
will learn in from one to four lessons 
according to its intelligence. 


"Scarcely any two calves will do equal- 


ly well on the same amount of food. 
Take two of the same breed,— one, will 
thrive on five quarts at a feed while the 
the other cannot digest more than half 
as much. Experience 
will teach the 


amount each should have. When this 
is learned, measure each calf's ration 
and avoid sudden changes in amount. 
When two weeks old begin to gradually 
change the ration from whole milk to 
skimmilk. At the same time add a 
little shelled corn and wheat bran. 
Stick a bunch of fine mixed hay where 


calf can reach it and see how soon 


it will learn to eat it. The hrau, corn 
and hay are necessary to restore the 
skimmilk to the'mitritive ratio of whole 
milk. The nutritive ratio of milk is one 
of flesh and tissue-forming to four of 
heat-producing properties. 
Fat and 


sugar are the principal heat-producing 
elements in milk. These are taken oil 
with the cream, leaving skimmilk a nar- 
rower or colder ration than nature pro- 
vided. To this narrow ration many add 
oil meal with a nutritive ratio of 1:H, 
making a very cold ration. Is it any 
wonder that so many calves die o'f 
scours when robbed in this way of the 
heat producingelements absolutely neces- 
sary to life? 


"The nutritive ratio of wheat bran is 


the same as that of milk, while tho.se of 
corn and hay are enough wider to re- 
store skimmilk to the ratio of whole 
milk. The calf will soon learn to e,it 
the corn and bran dry from a trough

There has been a very r.ipid increase 


in tiiesirea of crimson clover grois-n in 
New Jersey in the piist two years. From 
the l>est data available it is estimated 
that at least li',tWO acres were seeded 
(liirins; the summer and Jail of 181)4. 
Owing to the very unfavorable weather 
(luring July and August—hot and dry— 
a full stand was not secured in ail cases. 
Recent-observations, however, show that, 
notwithstanding this, a very largely in- 
creased crop wi'l be harvested this year, 
having successfully withstood the severe 
winter. 


Crimson clover is a rapid grower. 


When seeded in July and August it 
rcakes au excellent fall pasture, and 
matures in tlie spring about one month 
earlier than the common red clover. It 
probably does not contain more of the 
laanurial elements than the red clover 
for the same sized crop, grown under the 
same conditions. It will produce more 
seed than the common or "Mammoth" 
clover, since the heads and seeds are 
larger and it is capable of being fertiliz- 
ed by the honeybee, thus usually insur- 
ing a full seed crop. A seed crop will 
range from Bve to ten bushels per acre 
though probably the average is nearer 
six to seven bushels. 


While we have had reports of succes'i- 


f ul spring seeding where poor catches of 
other grasses have been secured, it is my 
opinion that for Xew Jersey, at least 
spring seeding is not likely to prove as" 
successful as with red clover, inasmuch 
as it makes but a small growth after the 
hot season begins. Seven experiments 
upon spring seeding in this s:ate last year 
were all failures, both when seeded in 
raw ground and with oats. These ex- 
periments, however, are not conclusive 
inasmuch as the past season was verv 
unfavorable.

could be assured of present prices for 
their new crop of wheat they would look 
at this world and its belongings through 
a rosy medium lather than through the 
blue glasses that have obscured their 
vision of late. 


For it maybe taken for granted that 


the stories of serious d-image to wheat 
by the frost are the merest moonshine. 
The wheat in the frost belt has reached 
neither the blossom nor the milk .stage, 
the only condition in which it c,tn be in- 
jured seriously by frost. Jt is probable, 
too, that the Hessian lly atoties have 
about as little foundation as UIP fro-t 
scare. The real dangers to the wheat 
crop are in the future and may never 
manifest themselves. 


The present price is not an exhorbi- 


tantone for wheat, however, and if it 
should realize eight cents and even a 
higher rate for a full crop no one will 
begrudge them 
improved prosperity. 


13ut they should make quite sure that 
the dollars they receive for their wheat 
this year and in the future aie hundred- 
cent and not fifty-cent dollars. Wheat 
that brings fifty cents a bushel will buy 
quite as much of other things as wheat 
which sells for a dollar that ia worth 
only fifty cents.-I'/iilu.

How to Cook Meats. 


The orthodox rule for the cooking of 


meat, Hah and (owl is to allow a quarter 
of an hour to every pound ; yet this 
recipe needs to be mixed with brains. 
Some families like rare, others well-done 
meats; again, a joint may be unusually 
thick or remarkably thin. Again, full- 
grown and mature meats, such as beef 
and mutton,,are best with the red gravy 
oozing from them; while immature, or 
white meats, such as lamb, veal, pork, 
etc., are absolutely dangerous unless 
done through to the bone. A good rule 
is to allow twelve to fifteen minutes, ac- 
cording to the taste of the family and 
the thickness of the joint, for the cook- 
ing of every pound of beef and mutton ; 
fifteen to eighteen minutes for tlie cook- 
ing of every pound of pork, veal, lamb, 
ham, bacon, flsh and every kind of fowl. 


Accidents happen, however. The oven 


may be too hot or too cool, the fire too 
slow and-what not. So a cook should 
learn to know by the appearance of the 
meat itself when itis suflicientlycooked. 
How can this be done ? By carefully 
observing the appearance of the meat 
around the centre bnne or bones. If the 
learner be in doubt, the blade of a knife 
can be run in about hale an inch ut the 
bone, and the meat slightly raised and 
carefully examined for a moment or two. 
After one or two trials this will be found 
to be an infallible method. It is quite 
right that next to the bone beef and 
mutton should be red and juicy, but if 
the beef be blue or the mutton has that 
strauge, raw look peculiar to mutton that 
has just fdt the heatot the,Ire, the joint 
needs a little more cooking; while white 
meats should be white, even to the bone, 
witli the exception, perhaps, o£ lamb 
which many people prefer with a little 
pinky juice ooning through. 


Chops, SU-aks or Cutlets.—An inch- 


thick mutton chop or steak, put over a 
clear lire on a piping hot gridiron, gener- 
ally takes about ten minutes to cook- 
pork chops and veal cutlets a little long- 
er, but the rule of finding out whether 
they are cooked or not by examining the 
bone also holds good for them. 


Turkeys, Chickens and Fowl of all 


Kinds.-Look between the leg and the 
body of the fowl, and, if necessary slit 
tbe skin a little with a sharp knife, and 
if the flesh there be still raw-looking the 
bird is not cooked enough. 


Fish.—Fish is not eatable till the flesh 


separates easily from the bones. By 
running a knife in a little way, say un- 
der the fins, so as not to spoil the appear- 
ance of the fish this aan be judged of 


Salt Jleats.-Salt meats are not so 


easily tested as fresh meats, yet even 
here look at the bone. Beware of allow- 
ing the meat to cook so long that it raises 
itself from the bones, as it were - for 
then it is what is graphically known as 
being "done to rags."
